The March of 
Brides, a co-venture of 
Mile Zero Dance and 
HIV Edmonton, is intend- 
ed as both a celebration and 
a defence of gay marnage. 

“The marriage issue isn’t a huge 
one for the gay community in Cana- 
da anymore because same-se>~mar- 
riage is legal,” says Mile Zero's 
Artistic Director Gerry Morita. 
“Anyone can now be a bride, and 
that’s what we're celebrating.” 

Pride Week 2006 will be the first 
since Bill C-38 was passed into law 
last summer, making Canada the 
fourth country in the world to recog- 
nize same-sex unions. 

But given the controversy that 
remains over the issue (during last 
year’s federal election campaign, 
Stephen Harper promised a free 
vote on the definition of marriage if 
elected), Morita believes the newly 
minted institution is still in need 
of defence.

In addition to celebrating same- 
sex unions, the March is also an 
awareness-raising event for HIV 
Edmonton. The group’s Executive 
Director, Deborah Jakubec, says her 
group has been looking for some- 
thing “big and amazing” to celebrate 
their 20th anniversary this year, as 
well as to remind people that the 
HIV crisis hasn't gone anywhere. 

Rates of new HIV infections have 
decreased sharply amongst gay 
men, but other high-risk groups, 
especially intravenous drug users, 
are still seeing high rates of infection, 
as are heterosexuals. 

“People are living longer with 
HIV, but the rate of new infections 
doesn’t seem to have changed at 
all,” says Dr. Stan Houston of the 
University of Alberta Hospital's 
Infectious Diseases division. 

“It's shameful... there are coun- 
tries like Uganda that have had dra- 
matic success reducing infections 
with only an infinitesimal fraction of 
the resources we have here, and 


that’s embarrassing.” 

Houston points to a lack of educa- 
tion, languishing funding for the 
city’s needle exchange program, and 
a general perception amongst the 
public that HIV is yesterday’s news 
as culprits for our infection rates. 

“The public attention span is lim- 
ited, and HIV is old news,” he’says. 
“It’s important to remind people that 
it’s still out there.” °

CONSTABLE JIM SMYTH REGRETS HAV- 
ing used what the EPS has called 
“vulgar and profane” language on 
the police radio, but insisted that it is 
a regular aspect of internal police 
communications. 

During a stakeout targeting what 
he refers toas “high-risk” drivers 
attending a Canadian Association of 
Journalists meeting at the Overtime 
Broiler and Tap Room, Smyth 
referred to “a couple of faggy look- 
ing guys coming out now” and won- 
dered if there was “any good snatch 
in there” over the police radio. 

Ata disciplinary hearing last 
Thursday, Smyth was given a writ- 
ten reprimand. The mark will 
remain on his record for five years. 

After the hearing Smyth said he 
didn‘t mean to hurt any female or 
gay members of the police force with 
his comments, and thought he was 
speaking ona radio channel with 
few listeners.

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“LAST YEAR WAS ONE OF MY WORST 
years ever,” Patrick says flatly. “1 
was always thinking about it, always 
wondered if somebody knew, if 
someone suspected it, and was 
always watching what I did.” 

“Tt” was his sexual identity. And 
throughout Grades 9 and 10, hiding 
“it” was a full-time occupation. 

At school, “I was walking around 
with a huge mask on my face. I 
didn’t feel like myself. I just didn’t 
feel right. I was constantly uncom- 
fortable.” 

At home things were no better, 
until he finally came out. And 
though Patrick's parents avoided 
being hurtful, the expectations of a 
young heterosexual man always lin- 
gered. 

“Tjust couldn't hide it anymore. I 
was getting sick of the ‘when are 
you going to get a girlfriend’ jokes. 
You know, ‘all these girls are after 
you, when are you going to do 
something about it?’ I wanted them 
to know, so I wouldn't feel so alone, 
even at home,” says the 16-year-old. 

Patrick came out at home in 
November 2004, but he otherwise 
had only confirmed his sexuality 
with “two or three” close friends. 
Despite his best efforts to keep “it” 
secret, people became suspicious. 
The tide finally turned in the sum- 
mer of 2005, when he heard about 
Camp Fyrefly froma close lesbian 
friend. 

“There were a lot of rumours, and 
people were starting to insult me,” 
he says. “Since people started find- 
ing out, they really started bashing 
me at school, and it just sounded 
really attractive to go somewhere 
you wouldn't be bashed.” 
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Retreat for “queer and questioning youth”’ 


shines a light in dark places

PATRICK, 


Fyrefly is an acronym worked out 
by the first group of youth who 
attended the camp. It stands for 
“Fostering youth resiliency, energy, 
fun, leadership, Yay!” 

Kris Wells and Dr. André Grace of 
the University of Alberta Faculty of 
Education started the summer camp 
three years ago to help youth like 
Patrick learn how to feel safe, and 
become leaders. 


BURNING BRIGHT 

“Tt comes back to the firefly being 
seen as something mystical. It’s one 
of the only insects that produces its 
own energy, and that’s what we 
want to see in youth. We want youth 
to produce their own ‘fyrefly fuel,’ 
so they can shine bright in dark 
times, so they can be their own 
source of support” 

Dr. Grace asserts that Fyrefly is 
necessary because, despite having 
some of the greatest formal protec- 
tions for lesbian, gay, bisexual and 
transidentified (LGBT) people, “we 
still have a culture where there’s 
homophobia.” 

Wells believes youth will lead the 
next culture change. 

“I came out when I was 23, when I 
was in university. Now, what we're 
seeing is the coming out age has 
dropped dramatically. Now the 
average [coming out] age is 15 or 16, 
which is squarely putting lesbian 
and gay issues in the classroom,” he 
explains. “We're trying to prepare 
schools, and we're trying to prepare 
youth for these new realities.” 

Fyrefly got started with a grant 
from the National Crime Prevention 
Strategies Community Mobilization 
Program, and was focused on Alber- 
ta youth. Since then, it has grown 
and will welcome 60 youth from 
across Canada this year, and 
operate completely off of private 
donations. 

The theme of the 2006 camp— 
“Out is In” —will likely make social 
conservatives apoplectic. But that’s 
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the very reason Fyrefly exists, Grace 
says. 

“You don’t remove homophobia, 
bias, prejudice, just because you 
make some laws... Sadly, in this 
country we have conservative 
churches and politicians who are 
lagging behind. They're still doing 
tremendous damage making state- 
ments blatantly excluding LGBT 
persons,” he sighs. 

“The fact our prime minister 
wants to revisit the whole issue of 
gay marriage sends a message that 
he considers us lesser citizens in this 
country than heterosexual persons. 
While we have a leader sending 
those messages, there will obviously 
bea struggle for cultural change.” 

Despite the messages resonating 
from Canada’s highest echelons of 
political power, Wells and Grace's 
key message is hope. 

“Students are thinking about this 
at 15 and they want to make it better 
for the 10-year-old, and the 24-year- 
old wants to make it better for the 
15-year-old,” Wells says. His great- 
est hope is that the kids who get 
leadership mentoring at Fyrefly 
“will be able to see themselves and 
say, I can be out and be Prime Minis- 
ter of Canada.” 


PASSING THE TORCH 

Grace didn’t come out until he 
was 27, and admits “it was a very 
selective coming out.” 

“I never came out as a teacher 
because I worked in Catholic schools. 
In the 80s you would have been fired 
for coming out in that setting,” he 
says. “There's a misery associated 
with the whole thing for me, in the 
sense that I woke up everyday 
unhappy, and finally decided to 
leave school teaching and go toa 
university setting.” 

He felt his personal duty from that 
point on was to be “out,” proud, and 
working to create spaces where oth- 
ers could feel safe doing the same. 

Wells’ experience and motivation 
was the same. Much younger than 
Grace when he came out, Wells 
nonetheless feels he spent too many 
years struggling with the barriers 
Fyrefly helped Patrick to overcome. 

“It takes a tremendous amount of 
personal and psychic energy to be 
managing these dualities of your 
identity,” he says of his past efforts 
to stay closeted. “You ask, who did I 
tell, who haven't I told? What are 
going to be the consequences of dis- 
closing my orientations? Am I going 
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to be safe? Is this going to affect my 
career?” 

Despite their shared memories of 
the consequences suffered while 
passing as heterosexuals, Wells and 
Grace say it’s never an expectation 
that Fyrefly participants be “out.” 

“It’s a camp for queer and ques- 
tioning youth,” Grace says. “We 
never ask kids to talk about their 
own personal orientation or gender 
identity.” What Fyrefly does provide 
is a “safe space” where they happen 
to feel comfortable doing exactly 
that. 

The experience has allowed 
Patrick to begin living with less fear, 
and walk his school hallways think- 
ing about things students should 
think about: home- 
work, theatre projects, 
his social life. 

Before coming out at 
school, he was con- 
stantly “trying to 
keep from doing 
any limp-wrist 
sort of things” for 
fear of being 
found out. Now, 
if anyone both- 
ers him, there 
are “at least 10” 
on hand to 
stick up for 
him. 























“The workshops focused on how 
to feel safer being who you are, and 
to think about all the different things 
fear could cause... It made me think 
of how just last year I tried so hard 
to hide myself from everyone, and 
how comfortable I am now,” he 
says. The fear still returns, on occa- 
sion, but he doesn’t allow it to over- 
power him. 

The difference between living in 
fear and living ina safe space, 
Patrick says is, “it’s like the differ- 
ence between walking around in the 
day and walking around at night.”

Political landscape is changing slowly, says 


THERE IS A NEW CONDUIT BEING CON- 
structed between the American seat 
of power and the new power centre 
of Canada. It’s a pipeline that leads 
from Edmonton, through Calgary 
and straight to Washington, D.C. 

However, it’s not carrying oil; it’s 
carrying a stagnant and repet- 
itive flow of 
thetoric from 
north to south and 
back. Suddenly, the 
three seats of North 
American power seem 
connected; not only by \ 
greed, but by intolerance, 
as Klein, Harper, and Bush 
wave the rainbow flag in front 
of their conservative bulls, hop- 
ing the fuss it raises can appease 
the hardliner homophobes by 
showing that, yes, they are fighting 
for the family. 

Alberta, given its maverick status, 
often seems more Texan than Cana- 
dian, especially when it comes to 
anti-gay rhetoric. But we've heard it 
all before. Not just queer people, but 
everyone. 


EQUAL RIGHTS FOR ALL 

In 1976, I watched in horror as my 
newly discovered sexual identity 
was dragged through the mud by 
Jerry Falwell and Anita Bryant as 
they tried to “save” America’s 

‘soul” by “awakening” the popula- 

tion to the “truth” of the homosexual 
“lifestyle”. It was my first brush with 
the rhetoric of anti-gay: lies, 
unproven myths, and doomsday 
speculation. It was the first day in 
my life that I realized they were talk- 
ing about me. 

And even at 12 years old, I knew 





that the rhetoric sounded ridiculous. 
In my 30s, I finally got to see the 
Alberta government get dragged 
into court to deal with the issue that 
affects me the most: human rights. 
And in spite of the fact that they 
fought those rights all the way to the 
Supreme

treated equally. 
Instead, we get fed 
rhetoric about the pro- 
tecting the family, and 






to discriminate. 
King Ralph is still 
opposed to gay marriage; it 
was crystal clear when he held 
a press conference on the contro- 
versial and homophobic “Freedom 
Bill”, which was supposed to protect 
the rights of those who refuse, on 
religious or moral grounds, to obey 
the law when it comes to the issues 
surrounding gay marriage. Ralph 
indicated that, as King, he is allowed 
to perform marriage ceremonies. He 
also indicated that, as King, he 
would not be comfortable perform- 
ing a same-sex marriage. When a 
reporter dared to ask him why, he 
responded with a petulant and exas- 
perated, “Because I 
wouldn’t!”...emphasizing his dissent 
by stomping his chubby royal foot, 
justifying his own homophobia with 
what amounted to nothing more 
than a Royal “because I said so.” 
Iam now in my early 40s. It’s been 


three decades since I 
realized the rhetoric 
was about me. And 
here we go again. 

All the polls show 
that Canadians support 
equal rights for all. All the 
evidence shows that the 
state of marriage remains 
unchanged in spite of the addi- 
tion of same-sex couples. Most feel 
the free vote on whether or not to 
revisit the debate will fail. And yet, 
my tax dollars and yours will be 
helping to pay for a wasted block of 
time in Parliament as Harper “keeps 
his campaign promise”. What about 
his promise for an open and 
accountable government? Sadly, I 
won't get to ask that question of 

as I’m sure my name is not 
on his list of media darlings. 

Last week, in Washington, the 
Senate recently voted against an 
amendment that would enshrine 
homophobia into the constitution. 
Despite real problems facing Ameri- 
ca that need some real solutions, 
valuable time was spent dragging 
the rhetoric out for another show. In 
40 years, you would think they 
would have come up with a new set 
of objections. 

But the rhetoric is a word-for- 
word duplicate of what I heard in 

1976. Everyone admitted that the 
vote was doomed, and polls showed 
that same-sex marriage was so low 
on the list of burning issues that it 
barely registered, but Queer Ameri- 
cans had to see their tax dollars 
spent on challenging their equality 
yet again. Bush’s lame attempt at 
distracting Americans from his 
abysmal performance and his

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record-breaking lack of public sup- 
port was a cynical attempt to inflame 
the conservative voters into action 
one more time. It failed, getting 
nowhere near the two-thirds majori- 
ty he needed to drive government- 
sanctioned homophobia to the next 
level, but supporters vow to try 
again, citing the need to “protect the 
institution of marriage”. 


ACCOUNTABILITY FOR ALL 

When politicians say stupid 
things and no one challenges them, 
it affects the way they do business.

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Madder than hell 


Kids are carrying Klein’s “legacy” 


PREMIER KLEIN BELIEVES A SIGNIFI- 
cant part of his legacy will be the 
elimination of Alberta’s debt. The 
rapid repayment of the debt, howev- 
er, has left behind a legacy of its 
own. 

Last week, the Premier said he 
was “madder than hell” at school 
boards and teachers claiming the 
government was under-funding 
education. To support his rant, he 
stated that education funding in the 
province has gone up 85 per cent 
since the 1995-96 budget year, and 
that Alberta currently leads the 
country in per-student funding. 

The Premier likes his math simple, 
and has serious problems with 
adjusting figures for populationand 
inflation. On the surface his numbers 
may be true, but they are mislead- 
ing. If we adjust for enrolment and 
inflation, the actual difference 
between today’s K-12 education 
budget and 1995-96 actually works 
out to less than 30 percent. 

Although 30 percent is significant- 
ly less than 85 percent, it is still fairly 
impressive, isn’t it? Only until you 
stop to consider why the Premier 
chose the 1995-96 budget year for his 
comparison. 

After two years of Klein govern- 
ment slash and burn budgeting, the 
education budget was already at the 
lowest it had been ina very long 
time. The government came in with 





a plan to further decimate program 
funding, and by 1995-96 the educa- 
tion system in this province was seri- 
ously gutted. 

For example, if we compare edu- 
cation spending this year with 1992- 
93 (the year Mr. Klein came into 
power), we see that real (adjusted for 
enrolment and inflation) education 
spending has actually gone up in the 
neighbourhood of 15 percent. 

If we were to go as far back as 
1987, we would see that the real 
increase in per-student spending is 
almost negligible. When you consid- 
er the wealth in our province today, 
compared to that of 1987, it seems 
absurd that we would only be 
spending as much per student on 
education today than we did then. 


NO BRAGGING RIGHTS 

The Premier is correct that Alberta 
leads the country in per student 
spending, but this should not be a 
bragging point. It only stands to rea- 
son given that Alberta also leads the 
country in government revenue and 
economic growth. If we weren't 
leading the charge on per-student 
spending it would be a serious 
embarrassment. 

Those operating funds will have 
to increase further if the government 
is serious about achieving the goals 
of the learning commission and 
reducing class sizes, or enabling 
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schools to pay the gas bill, the elec- 
tricity bill, and pay for teachers. 

But operating funds are not the 
primary issue here. This government 
was able to pay off the fiscal debt as 
quickly as they did by slashing pro- 
gram funding, and by completely 
ignoring infrastructure. Now that

the debt is ostensibly paid off, pro- 
gram funding is starting to return to 
the levels it was at before Klein. 

The infrastructure, however, is 
still showing the signs of twenty 
years of neglect. In essence, we did 
not really pay off our debt—we sim- 
ply converted a financial debt into 
an infrastructure debt (also environ- 
mental and human debt, but those 
are topics for future columns.) 

It is that infrastructure debt that 
school board officials are currently 
talking about. In the last twelve 
months, one school has been shut 
down because the roof was collaps- 
ing, another school has had to move 
gym classes to the hallways because 
of the amount of water and rot in the 
gym, and another school has had to 
shut down an entire wing and cram 
students into hallways. 

All of the examples above are

from Calgary, where schools are 
currently facing about $500 
million in delayed repairs 

and upgrades. Province- 
wide, the total is around $1 
billion. And that does not 
include the cost of all the 
necessary new schools need- 
ed due to the growing popu- 
lation and sprawl in our major 
cities. That is what is not 
being funded. 

Consider that there are 
currently 577,000 full- 
time students in Alber- 
ta’s public education 
system. Each one 
of them 
received a 
$400 
cheque 
earlier 
this year. 
Although 
that $230 
million alone 
would not be 
enough to fund 
the system’s cur- 
rent infrastruc- 
ture debt, it 
would certain- 
ly have been a 
good start. 

A government 
with a vision of the 
future might have decided 
that education infrastructure 
was a much better way to spend $1.4 
billion than the rebate program as a 
whole. 

Our province is wealthy beyond 
imagination, government policy 























over the last decade 

is directly responsible 
for our crumbling schools, and the 
Premier is not willing to do anything 
about—we should all be “madder 
than hell.”

Bechdel is the pen behind the 
comic series Dykes to Watch Out For, 
a soap opera-esque meditation on 
the lives of a community of queers 
from a deliberately ambiguous town 
in the States 

In print since 1983, DT WOF has 
gamered praise from diverse critics 
including Harvey Pekar’s oft-quoted 
remark that Bechdel is “one of the 
best, one to watch out for.” Obvious- 
ly, this is where Bechdel honed her 
technique. (You can get a taste of the 
series and Bechdel’s work at 
www.dykestowatchoutfor.com) 

Fun Home's gothic drama opens in 
the Bechdel family mansion, an old 
house in the country that Bechdel’s 
home decorator-father is constantly 
improving. Bechdel’s fascination — 
with the Addams family is a 
poignant shorthand for the experi- 
ence of growing up in such an eccen- 
tric environment. Referring to an 
image of Wednesday Addams that 
the young Bechdel finds in a book of 
cartoons, she begins a comparison 
between the two families by noting,

Instead of deriving from the nar- 
rative itself, these references—from 
The Great Gatsby to Albert Camus to 
The Odyssey to Kate Millet—seemed 
as if they were intended to a) show

that Bechdel is well-read and/or b) 
establish graphic memozrs as a legiti- 
mate offspring of literature and, 
therefore, worthy of the same sort of 
critical attention that good literature 
merits. 

Given the extent to which graphic 
novels and the graphic art form have 
achieved respectability in our soci- 
ety, the latter is unnecessary. 

Vithin the context of Bechdel’s 
work in Dykes to Watch Out For, 
however, the frequent allusions 
make sense as an idiomatic flourish. 
A particular comic strip will feature 
two characters discussing their rela- 
tionship while reading the newspa- 
per (headlines all visible to the read- 
er) while, in the background, the 
television blares the latest news 
about the war in Iraq. There is 
always a lot going on. And, as noted 
above regarding the reference to the 
Addams family, the allusions are 
never without purpose. 

Attempting to encapsulate a book 
that is so thoroughly provoking, 
enjoyable, and engaging is never an 
easy thing to do. Bechdel’s is won- 
derful, so just go find a copy and see 
for yourself.

wasn’t very good so I decided not to 


promised myself to give them anoth- 
er try and so I popped in last week 
for lunch with my friend Scott. 

They’ve created a wonderful look- 
ing space in the old Vinomania loca- 
tion that seems to be an avant-garde 
art inspired take on the future. We 
bantered back and forth about 
whether it was pre-post-modern, 
modern post-impressionism, or pre- 
modern post-materialism and finally 
decided that it seemed to be their 
take on what would spring up dur- 
ing the reconstruction following the 
collapse of western society. 

For whatever weird reason, there 
are apparently no ovens or stoves in 
the future and so all food must be 
cooked using convection 
microwaves (whatever the hell those 
are). In keeping with the fables of the 
reconstruction theme they’ve decid- 
ed to go with, they only have 
microwaves at Wild Tangerine’s 
Mobile location. From a renovation 
point of view, this probably seemed 
like a clever solution to taking over a 
space without proper restaurant 
ventilation, but from a food perspec- 
tive, it’s bloody horrible. Since the 
introduction of the microwave back 
in the late ’70s/early ‘80s, there 
hasn’t been one documented inci- 
dent where someone has declared a 
food item improved after being 
microwaved 

| ordered the traditional Hong 
Kong pork ($9—which has been a

microwave favourite with genera- 
tions of street vendors along 
Kowloon bay) while Scott went with 
the previously mentioned red curry 
chicken ($9-10 as well I think). As the 
lovely and talented microwave girls 
reheated our food, I wandered about 
listening to the ambient trance/acid 
version of what might have been the 
theme song from Dr. Who playing in 
the background, while looking at the 
various bath and skin lotions for 
sale. Boy, if | had a nickel for every 
restaurant that also doubles as a pur- 
veyor of scents, rubs and lotions 
because of the natural overlap with 
the food service industry... Oh wait. 
I do have a nickel for each one. 

It didn’t take long for them to 
bring our food up to temperature, 
and so our orders were ready aston- 
ishingly quickly, and we were on 
our way. They serve the “to g0” 
items in these odd little plastic con- 
tainers that have the foods isolated 
from one another much like the 
mess trays the food came in on 
MASH, except smaller. In one com- 
partment was some misguided and 
oily rice garnished with IOF (indi- 
vidually quick frozen) corn niblets 
and peas, while the other two pods 
contained pork and vegetables. 

The veggies, despite being 
microwaved, were soaked in grease 
(always important to lubricate your 
veggies before you microwave them 
I guess), and the spongy (that’s what 


seems to happen when you 
microwave meat) pork pieces were 
covered with a non-remarkable 
hoisin based sauce. The best way I 
can think to describe this food is to 
have you recall the last meal you 
had on an airplane, with the caveat 
that this wasn’t quite that good. 
Again, I’m just really not sure 


what they’re trying to accomplish 


With this new venture. If the goal is 
simply to feed people, they've cer- 
tainly taken the path of least resis- 
tance to make it happen.

Gore goes to war 
Al Gore fights the good fight 





AN INCONVENIENT TRUTH

OH, AL GORE, YOUR CONCERN FOR THE 
environment touches us all. One 
headline on The Onion headline 
probably captures it best: “Al Gore 
Caught in Love Tryst With Endan- 
gered Tree Owl!” 

Well, maybe interspecies romance 
is out of the question, devoted as he 
is to his rock ‘n’ roll hating harpy of 
a wife Tipper, but there’s no doubt- 
ing his sincerity in these matters. The 
Onion’s mocking references to his 
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beliefs can’t hide the fact that he’s 
one of the few high-ranking politi- 
cians to actually evince concern over 
these matters. 

In fact, Gore has been a very visi- 
ble advocate for environmentalism 
in America since he first published 
Enrih in Balance back in 1992, openly 
stating “we must make the rescue of 
the environment the central organiz- 
ing principle for civilization.” 

Strong words from a new senator 
just getting his feet wet in the big, 
bad world of politics—especially 
in the United States, where even 
mild environmentalism is ridiculed 
in many-quarters as on par with 
UFO-logy. 

Gore has been walking off the 
sting of George Bush’s election theft 
by switching to the Jeremiah mode 
caught in David Guggenheim’s doc- 
umentary An Inconvenient Truth, 
which follows the former vice-presi- 
dent as he traverses the planet to talk 
about global warming and its conse- 
quences on the environment. His 
mission—and it very much seems 
like a mission—takes him from 
American towns to European and 
Asian cities, pounding his message 
out through sheer endurance and 
stubbornness. 

Now, some people are suspicious 
of Gore's intentions. Over at Coun- 
terpunch, Alexander Cockburn and 
Jeffrey St. Clair’s Internet newsletter, 
Joshua Frank tears a strip off the 
man, asserting that while Gore likes 
to talk a good environmental game 
his political history indicates that 
he’s a hypocrite on the issue. 

Is this true? Is Gore a compro- 
mised politician that speaks out of 
both sides of his mouth? 

Probably. 

After all, Gore is a Washington 


baby, the son of a senator, born into 
wealth and privilege. He’s American 
royalty, as much as George Bush. 
The carefully constructed image of a 
“man of the people” presented in his 
film really doesn’t hold up on closer 
scrutiny. 

That Gore has sidled up to big 
business as much as any Republican 
greedhead—the gist of Frank’s arti- 
cle—is likely true. 

The question is, does this matter? 
Well, in the context of An Inconve- 
nient Truth, his film about the imme- 
diate and future dangers we face 
from global warming, not at all. 

The movie jumps between two 
areas: Gore's travelling slideshow 
about his favorite topic, and a Gore 
for Dummies recap of his life, both 
political and personal. The biograph- 
ical detail helps to flesh out the film, 
give it some context, and relieve it 
from the barrage of charts and 





else in that snakepit—except the pre- 
ponderance of shots of Gore with 
furrowed brow, working late into 
the night on his laptop, or shaking 
hands with regular folk grows 
tedious and banal. Shots of him at 
the family farm may be posturing, 
but at least he seems less posed, and 
it makes his genuine affection for the 
land less affected. 

During his tenure as vice-presi- 
dent, Gore came across as mechani- 
cal and colourless. Standing before 
an audience with a screen and array 
of graphs and photos, Gore seems 
more at home, relaxed even. He's a 
compelling speaker, especially when 
he breaks those facts and figures 
down into the plainest language 
possible. There are no emotional 
appeals, no steps into sloganeering, 
just the facts as they stand and his 
concise rebuttals to the opposition’s 
ridiculing of them. 

Whether or not Gore himself, in 
his time as vice-president, was an 
effective advocate for environmental 
issues is moot. 

He makes up for it by doing a 
damn fine job presenting them in An 
Inconvenient Truth. That's the point 
of the enterprise, and the reason

images that would normally leave it 
dry and technical. The unfortunate 
side effect is that it makes the film 
look like the opening salvo in an 
election campaign. 

Since the Democrats don’t have a 
solid leader to line up with, and 2008 
is just around the corner, An Inconve- 
nient Truth is perfectly timed to posi- 
tion Gore as the best choice against 
the increasingly unpopular Republi- 
cans. That's fine—no argument here 
about Gore over just about anyone 


why it stands as an excellent piece of 
activist cinema. That the message of 
understanding the fragility of the 
world’s ecosystem comes from 
David Suzuki or Al Gore is absolute- 
ly irrelevant—it has to get out. 

To Gore’s credit, he’s been patient- 
ly explaining it over and over again 
to countless audiences through the 
past five years, and hopefully this 
film will help in pounding the rather 
obvious point home.

ONE SHOULD BE FORGIVEN FOR THINK- 
ing that being the nephew of an 
acclaimed film director could only 
serve a young, aspiring filmmaker 
well. In the case of Aaron Woodley, 
his relation to David Cronenberg 
(Cronenberg is his uncle) has merely 
led to assertions that eccentricity is 
indeed a family trait. 

As far as marketing goes, Aaron's 
relations certainly don’t appear to 
have given him any advantages. 
Though his debut feature was 
favourably received at a number of 
festivals, it was promptly relegated 
to storage for nearly three years. 

Perhaps this was a strategic move, 
aimed at creating some distance 
between himself and Uncle Cronen- 
berg. As Denys Arcand once 
remarked, attaining the Canadian 
audience's attention is a question of 
timing; simply wait for a year when 
neither Cronenberg nor Atom Egoy-

Perhaps it was simply a question 
of finding a sympathetic distributor. 
Whatever the reason, the Rhinoceros 
Eyes are finally out of the bag. 

It’s a feature that, wisely or not, 
treads the same ground as uncle 
Cronenberg’s movies: the twilight 
zone where light fades into shade. 
Though stylistically, through the- 
inclusion of some Hieronymus ~ 
Bosch inspired animated creatures, 
this film is closer to the films of Jan 
Svankmajer and their particular 
blend of live action and animation, 
than Cronenberg’s work. 

The plot revolves around a theatre 
prop rental house. The protagonist is 
an idiot savant named Chep 


~ (Michael Pitt), taken under the wing 


of prop house manager Bundy 
(Matt Servitto), a man with a 
propensity not only to collect odd 
props but also odd employees— 
including the philosophical Hamish 
(ames Allodi) and the glum Sweets 
(Victor Ertmanis). 

Chep’s life revolves entirely 
around film, living in the prop 


house, leaving only to see his 
favourite feature at the local cinema 
where he’s utterly oblivious to 

the attentions of ticket girl Ann 
(Nadia Litz) 

Chep’s heterotopia is only altered 
with the arrival of the charming and 
mysterious art director Fran (Paige 
Turco), who's increasingly 
prop requirements send Chep ona 
crime spree disguised as Tor Johns- 
son, the bulky, bald-headed Swedish 
wrestler best remembered for his 
menacing turn in Ed Wood's Plan 9 
from Outer Space. This soon attracts 
the attention of a detective (Gale 
Harold) with a fondness 
for film. 

Woodley weaves his tale of the 
failure to appreciate the difference 
between reality and fiction with a 
sleight of hand reminiscent of David 
Lynch’s in Mulholland Dr. (or even 
Uncle Cronenberg’s in eXistenZ), dis- 
solving the border between dream 
and reality with skilful dramaturgy, 
sceneography and editing, rather 
than relying entirely on special 


eccentric 
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effects. Not surprisingly in a tale 
focusing on props, and how the cin 
ema in particular applies them in 
order to make its stories plausible 
genre clichés act as props too: the 
endearing protagonist, the three 
stooges running the prop house, the 
femme fatale requiring their ser-

Vices, tk re Co 
heart, etc. 

For this is ultimately a tale of how 
props prop up our lives—the hous- 
es, cars, furniture, art, knickknacks, 
and gadgets we surround ourselves 
with—acting as an expression of 
who we are or, per chance, who we 
desire to be, their acquisition some- 
times obscuring true happiness. 

Rhinoceros Eyes appears as the 
delightful feature debut of a film 
lover, aimed at fellow film lovers— 
the kind who rushed out to see Phil 
the Alien and similar productions 
from the fringe of the cinematic 
world and who share an enthusiasm 
for slightly bizarre fairy-tales with 
happy. endings.

tures, (otherwise known as David 
Bates of quirky short My Pet Cowboy 
fame). 

Canadian films tend to come 
loaded down with some serious 
baggage: they either wear their 
Canadian-ness self-consciously or 
abandon it entirely in an effort to 
copy the Hollywood flavor of the 
month (Air Bud, anyone?). There is 
nothing stale about SEG/ME/NTS, 
which consists of three separate yet 
interconnected crime tales. 

Writer/directors David Bates, 
Adam J. Smith, and Jon Baptiste con- 
fidently choose to film a story in 
Edmonton while also placing it in its 
own film noir universe—no WEM 
or sport mentions here—relentlessly 
keeping you off balance and won- 
dering. You're not gonna be let off 
the hook easy, because although 
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SEG/ME/NTS was shot in your 
hometown, it most certainly is not 
the squeaky-clean City of Champi- 
ons you remember, even though 
brightly lit food courts and farmers

In Baptiste’s “Visions,” disgraced 
police detective James Parker (Matt 
Kloster) is cursed with a hauntingly 
tragic sense of second sight since the 
murder of his son Joshua (My Pet 
Cowboy's Liam Livingstone.) He's 
afflicted with premonitions of mur- 
ders before they happen, and he’s 
reluctant to share his burden with 
his sympathetic partner (Krista 
Neblock). His hard-nosed boss 
(Andy Northrup) erupts in fury 
when Parker shows up at fresh 
crime scenes uninvited. And there's 
even a pajama-clad man in his house 
(Rio Loco’s Chris Craddock) insist- 
ing rather forcefully that it’s his 
house.

Writers Bates, Smith, and Baptiste 
have fashioned a modern film noir 
mosaic with a dash of Shyamalan- 
esque style that will richen with 
repeat viewings.

That's the route that young Art Jay

Still, they‘re both madly in love, a love- 
able, wisecracking duo wandering through 
the seedy Downtown Eastside of Vancouver, 
but it's truly the love of the damned. Cody is 
clearly a damaged soul, and whatever she 
gains from Art’s devotion is offset by an 
overwhelming need for oblivion. 

Thankfully, just like Morty McFly, Art has 


his Doe, in this case Harvey (Jim Byrnes), a 
crusty dumpster diver who assures the des- 
perate Art that his time machine works. 

A few experimental trips prove that while 
Harvey may be eccentric, he’s not crazy, 
and Art eventually grasps that the machine 
offers something more than a quick fix. 

Rather than zipping in at the moment that 
Cody overdoses, he decides to go even fur- 
ther back and examine what it is that put his 
girlfriend on her path to self-destruction. He 
heads back fo the moment when he judges 
Cody went off-track—her formative high 
school years—and formulates a plan to 
nudge her back on the straight and narrow. 

When that fails, he tries other measures, 
riding back and forth through time and 
intruding on her family life with increasing 
comic inepiness. 

Fetching Cody is a strange blend of ‘80s 
teen comed P fantas ; and street drama— 
Pretty in Pink as acted by the characters from 
Requiem for a Dream. Lind and Baruchel

Giorgia Volpe’s polymorphic experiments 





INSIDE OUT

FLESHY AND BIOLOGICAL, THE SUB- 
jects of Giorgia Volpe’s prints evoke 
a sense of wonder and natural 
curiosity, drawing the viewer to 
attempt to peer deeper into their 
world. 

They could be small microscopic 
creatures drawn from a sylvan 
pond, or scattered shells from a larg- 
er body of water, or even alien-look- 
ing formations from some geologi- 
cally aberrant region. 

The dimensionality of the com- 
plex shapes—which are either a 
burnt orange hue or a creamy shade 
of peach—and the textures, suggest 
something alive; something with a 
small private place in the universe. 
The expressiveness of the forms, 
floating free in the white paper 
expanse of Volpe’s unfussy, 
unadorned prints, and hung one 
after another in a sequential row, 
read like a flipbook with some pages 
torn out. 

They conjure up an intimacy and 
tenderness in the kind of open 
human heart that instinctively 
desires to interact with other beings. 
There’s the recognition of some sort 
of innate intelligence within the crea- 
tures, and a longing to connect with 
that, as well as a profound feeling of 
protectiveness. Volpe’s subjects, 
quite simply, appeal to our better 
natures, 

It's a good thing that her work 
communicates so much in its own 
distinct voice. Volpe—who is unfail- 
ingly gracious, revealing, smart, and 
warm—is a Brazilian who has set- 
tled in rural Quebec, between the 
major cultural centres of Montreal 
and Quebec City. Her English is 
eccentric and peppered with art-ese, 
the language of grants and artist 
statements; my Portuguese is 
nonexistent. 

Volpe is engaged in a long- 
term body of work whose process 
she classifies as “polymorphic 
experiments.” 

Using movement as a platform to 
explore a multitude of linked ideas 
about emotion, memory, learning, 
togethemess, intimacy, and other 
sentient social pursuits, she. works 
synthetic flat foam into spontaneous 
forms that she documents in a vani- 
ety of mediums. The artist has done 
textile-based installations, perfor- 
mance-type “actions,” photography, 
and prints with her impromptu 
sculptural beings. 

“| don’t work directly in print,” 
Volpe explains, considering every 
word carefully and checking repeat- 
edly to make sure she is understood. 
Zi work before with the experiments 
with the material, making sensation 
and putting my own sense of move- 
ment fontetie and also making con- 
trast. Working with the material, 
take photos of the process itself. You 
fix the moment you think is impor- 
tant, fix the movements that explain 
or express a feeling. The prints mate- 
rialize this experience. The material 
also captures a spiritual thing. Somhe- 
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times the forms | create look like the 
interior of our body—movement 
inside movements. They are true 
experiments. I love when that hap- 
pens. They all are a surprise to me 

Volpe contends the various medi- 
ums she employs are all ways of 
exploring movement in different 
contexts, generating different ways 
for her spontaneous experiments to 
express themselves. She finds some 
mediums are more conducive to 
intimacy than others. 

“There is always gesture and 
movement in my work—movement 
looking for form. The forms can take 
several metamorphoses. In some 
mediums, the form becomes more 
intimate and takes place in feelings, 
and in others the form takes the 
place in social issues. But it is always 
emotional, and always part of con- 
frontation of form. I seek myself in 
each movement. The variation of 
single forms looks at this kind of 
approach.”

Never a drag 


Edmonton’s most fabulous threesome fights intolerance

AT FIRST BLUSH, IT MAY SEEM IRONIC 
that for a festival designed to blow 
away stereotypes, drag queens (or 
artists) are front and centre at this 
year’s Pride Festival. However, 
Pride Week coordinator Troy Funk 
says it was the drag queens who first 
planted their stilettos firmly on the 
demon of discrimination. 

“Look at where this all began,” he 
says. “Drag queens were responsible 
for Stonewall. They rioted and con- 
tinued the fight.” Pride Week coin- 
cides with the anniversary of the 
Stonewall riots in New York City 
that galvanized the gay community 
worldwide into standing up and 
demanding equality. Funk, aka DD 
Cupps, along with James Decker 
(Miss Bianca) and David Chimao 
(Vanity Fair) are set to host several 
important events this year, and in 
the process shake a few sequins at 
the status quo themselves. 

Entertaining and satiric, drag puts 
stereotypes in the spotlight, and, 
flaunting its fabulousness, can spark 
discussion, new viewpoints and tol- 
erance. In a way, it makes the fight 
for equal rights seem less frightening 
for outsiders, says Decker. 

“We're the rodeo clowns. I don’t 
say this to trivialize what we do, but 
we are out there and over the top. 
People like this.” 


THE LONG PRIDE RIDE 

In Edmonton, say Funk and Deck- 
er, Darrin Hager: blazed huge paths 
in awareness, with the result that 
gender rights enjoy greater aware- 
ness than they did even a decade 
ago. “We are now welcome”, says 
Decker. “We can say ‘this is what's 
going on, don’t be afraid’; we're the 
entertainment, the zinger in the 
joke”. 

This year’s festival, themed Pride 
Power, blends seriousness with utter 
frivolity. It marks some important 
milestones with the Mayor s Pride 
Luncheon on June 18 and the 
Edmonton Police Service Pride 
Reception, hosted by Chief Mike 
Boyd on June 19. It is the first time in 
the festival's four-year history these

On Sunday night, Bianca and 
Vanity invite on and all to The Star- 
dust Lounge at Buddy’s. Created by 
Decker and David Chimao last year, 
it’s an liber drag show. With its 
Mylar curtains, and candles on each 
table, the show transforms the club 





into something reminiscent of the 
Copacabana or Coconut Club. Deck- 
er says the show has proved hugely 
popular and raises the bar on the 
standard of drag in Edmonton 

“It was a bit of a dry season. There 
hadn't been anything fabulous or 
wow for years. (The Stardust 
Lounge) is a large cabaret show with 
more than the run of the mill drag 
queens lip-synching badly in cos 
tumes that don’t fit!” 

He likens the double act to the

All, says Decker, are welcome— 
even the small town girls with cam- 
era phones.

Drag is serious business, and 
Decker takes it seriously, but is irre- 
pressibly gleeful about this year’s 
gowns. “We've ordered them from 
Taiwan! I haven't seen dresses like 
this since the ‘80s. Vanity’s is all rain- 
bow pride sequins and mine is cov- 
ered in silver discs. I look like a mir- 
ror ball. [hope I blind people”. 

And perhaps Pride Week in tum 
will blind all to the differences we 
think separate us.

Hollow laughter 


Lawrence and Holloman look at malevolence

WHO ARE THE “HOLLOW MEN”? ARE 
they the coalition of the hopeless, 
minor people living minor lives? 
What are their hopes, desires, 
dreams and outlooks? Morris 
Panych’s 1998 black comedy 
Lawrence and Holloman explores that 
bleak underbelly though the eyes of 
diametrically opposed drinking 
buddies. 

Lawrence is the eternal optimist, 
secure about his place in society, his 
value and prospects; Holloman is 
the pessimist, with a grey outlook fil- 
tered through a distinctly jaundiced 


acts of “jokes, jokes, jokes.” 

“This play made me laugh out 
loud,” says director David Owen, “I 
have a personal problem with Cana- 
dian works [in that] there is no such 
thing as a funny Canadian play. This 
one is really amazing.” 

Besides the humorous appeal, 
mounting this show fits in with 
Owen's determination as Image’s 
artistic director to explore fabulous 
Canadian works. “There are some 
really great plays out there, but they 
tend to disappear. I want to be able 
to turn it around.” Panych, the 
writer of such Fringe hits as Excess 
Unwanted Growth, and possessed of 
a surreally dark sense of humour, is 
a natural Owen, 

In typical Panych fashion, 
Lawrence and Holloman is a peon’s 
eye view of the world by characters 


vitriol, their warring attitudes con- 
tinually undermining any chance 
each may have of realizing happi- 
ness. 

At rehearsal, despite the creative 
team’s reluctance to give away the 
ending, the presence of Chris Schulz 
in a hospital wheelchair points to 
some dire incidents. Schulz takes on 
the expansive Lawrence, and warns 
that the actions in the play may be 
far too close for comfort. “Lawrence 
is so self-centered he refuses to see 
Holloman’s sole purpose is destroy- 
ing his life.” Their battle, he says, is 
an interspecies war. “It’s like putting 
red ants and black ants together and 
watching them kill.” 

Limbs are lost, eyes gouged and 
acid administered with character 
assassination always in view as the 
ultimate outcome. Andrew 
Mecready, in the spirit of his malev- 
olently truculent alter-ego points to 
good old schadenfreude as the 
play’s M.O. and guilty appeal. “It’s 
all about laughing at other people’s 
misfortune.

COME THE WEEK OF JUNE 16-25, 
Madonna’s “Holiday” will undoubt- 
edly be blaring within the minds 
and through the stereos of Edmon- 
ton’s gay, lesbian, bisexual, trans- 
identified, and queer communities. 

However, come the day of June 
17, groovy Afro-Caribbean and 

ABBA tunes will be sung on high by 
the renowned E dmonton Vocal 
Minority choir, filling Hellenic Hall 
with an infectious atmosphere that 
can only lead to some hip-swiveling 
action and animated pom-pom 
shaking. 

To the average citizen, events like 
Pride Week usually conjure up 
images of stony-faced discussions 
revolving around the current state of 
affairs, but according to Pride 
Week’s assistant artistic director and 
Edmonton Vocal Minority (EVM) 
general manager Kirk Kryvenchuk, 
there will be a lot more partying 
going on behind those rainbow- 
coloured doors this year than in 
the past. 


CELEBRATE! 

“Some years, our aim for Pride 
Week has been to be a little more 
serious in order to highlight some of 
the struggles and progress the com- 
munity has made,” Kryvenchuk 
explains. “This year, what we want- 
ed to do is give people a really fun 
evening to celebrate who we are and 
what we are; we didn’t want to get 
too heavy. ‘Celebration’ is probably 
the best way to sum it up, and that’s 
kind of what I think people like to 
do during Pride Week: just go out 
and have a good time.” 

The main evening of entertain- 
ment will consist of music and dance 
put on by two well-known groups in 
the Edmonton gay community: the 
first half of the show spotlighting the 
EVM choir, and the other half con- 
sist of Womonspace dancers whip- 
ping out their jazzy steps. In addi- 
tion, Kryvenchuk says the guests for 


the concert are the only gay cheer- 
leading squad in Canada, and 
although they'll probably steal the 
show themselves, audiences will be 
given pom-poms and taught choreo- 
graphed moves in order to partici- 
pate in the fun 

The idea of joining together and 

getting people involved in the event 
is key, Kryvenchuk says, and that’s 
why he decid- 
ed to make it 
the theme for 
Pride Week. 

“The title of the 
event is ‘unity,’ so 
we're celebrating the 
fact that three rather 
odd looking groups that 
don’t appear to fit togeth- 
er are able to come togeth- 
er, perform, and dish out 
something to the commun 
ty,” he says. “This is the first 
time during Pride Week that 
[the choir and Womonspace] are 
being brought together. It broadens 
the audience and it’s really great for 
the community, because groups are 
working together rather than every- 
body using up their resources and 
working on their own.” 

While each performance is note- 
worthy in itself, the most influential 
and anticipated will be the EVM 
choir. Most of the time, music acts as 
an invisible back massage, but for 
Pride Week's audiences and singers 
alike, the local music arrangement 
will only bring out everyone's will- 
ingness to paint the town more. 

“Music is non-threatening, and it’s 
such an easy way to communicate 
and put yourself before the public in 
a non-threatening way,” 
Kryvenchuk says. “When we sing at 
seniors’ homes and stuff, they can’t 
tell we're a gay choir. Since it comes 
from inside, music is very fulfilling. 
There are so many things you can 
say with music that would take a 
million words to say otherwise, but 
if you have the right beat and 
melody, you can say a lot more.” 


MUSIC OF THE HEART 
Sheila Wright, an Edmonton 


pianist, composer, and conductor for 


a number of children’s choirs, has 


written a piece entitled “The Things 
My Love is Built Upon” specifically 
for the EVM choir and the event, 
basing it on a poem (Dorothy Park- 
er's “The Searched Soul”) that will 
hopefully communicate a sense of 
normalcy to the minority communi- 
ty alongside the sense of upbeat 
release 

The poem is a little tongue-in- 

cheek, but 
Wright 
9 believes that 
the audience 
will understand 
that intention in 
the text, and there- 
fore find it extremely 
accessible. 
“Repertoire for a gay 
and lesbian choir seems to 
bea problem, especially 
when you're trying to find 
things that directly speak to 
people's experience, or that is 
written for or about them,” 
Wright explains. “So, I thought, 
‘Well, maybe | can try my hand at 
that’ and see if | could add to the 
repertoire for this kind of 
organization. 

“[ thought [the poem] was perfect 
for a gay and lesbian choir, because 
it takes a slightly cynical point of 
view towards love—in that the char- 
acter finds herself attracted to the 
most superficial of things, which 
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dooms her to failure in relationships. 


Love is universal, including the 
downside or tragic mistakes we 
make in it—regardless of our prefer- 
ences or sexuality. Not only. are we 
trying to find the same rewards in 





love, we also find the same 
anguishes.” 

Although Wright's role is a minor 
one, her only palpable contribution 
beingithe composition she’s written, 
she hopes the simple littke words 
and melodies will reach out to others 
and encourage everyone to join in 
the Pride Week festivities, whether it 
means partying it up with some 
close friends or singing along to her 
song. 

“T’m just somebody who supports 
the choir and choral music general- 
ly,” Wright says. “T love the idea of 
putting text to music and combining 
words with music, and I hope that a 
bunch of people singing the lyrics 
together will enhance the meaning 
of the words. 

“| really hope the song speaks 
to people. Any artist hopes that 
their work will have meaning to 
somebody.”

OF COURSE THERE WILL BE COSTUMES. 
The four specimens of ironic young 
manhood who make up the sort-of- 
kind-of-still local outfit, All Purpose 
Voltage Heroes, have been graced in 
past shows by such sartorial themes 
as “soccer team,” “private school 
boys,” and “zombie high school 
band.” Certainly a cross-country 
tour merits some truly exceptional 
getup? 

“The idea was ‘80s street gang— 
all white costumes,” declares Kevin 
Cherney, one of APVH’s dueling 
keyboardists, as he was gearing up 
for the band’s NXNE showcase in 
Toronto one week ago. “White jeans, 
white socks;white bandanas, white 
hoodies...” He adds dejectedly, “We 
couldn't afford to buy white shoes.” 

The milk-bottle monochromatic 
look explains why, somewhere 
between sound check and stage 
time, the rest of the Heroes would 
abandon Cherney that evening and 
strike out in search of a laundromat. 
The night was a Rectangle Records 
showcase, highlighting the Edmon- 
ton-based label's roster. Hometown 
label mates Twin Fangs would play, 
along with Rectangle’s Toronto and 
Calgary signings, grit-rockers The 
Illuminati and arty jagged-popsters 
Pressure Kill Common Style. 

For their set, APVH would bob 
around more energetically than a 
pack of sea otters on a particular glo- 
rious clam bender, lurching out their 
spazzy synth pop, squishing dollar 
store tinny electro riffs into a melo- 
dramatic backdrop of cheap cinema 
keyboard sounds and precision-skit- 
tering frantic rhythms. 

Aural shout-outs to arena metal, 
video games, Sugar Hill-era rap, and 
horror soundtracks punctuate their 
surrealistic anthems, erupting from 
a suburban boredom expressing 
itself as a runaway train of campy 
fun-seeking. 

“There's Rectangle, then this ran- 
dom band from England tacked on,” 
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Cherney explains. He agrees it will 
probably be this bottom-of-the-bill 
band—the Duke Spirit, as they're 
apparently monickered—that will be 
stuffing stadiums next year. “Yeah, 
that’s the way it would go,” he says, 
with a prematurely old chuckle. 

The fate of the Heroes is less clear. 
The band originated in the after- 
school noodlings of teenage boys 
playing with deliberately crappy 
electronics, making scrappy, DIY- 
informed ditties that made them 
laugh. 

APVH independently released 
their first album, the ramshackle and 
weirdly epic The End of Daniel 
Johnathan Poole. Cherney, drummer 
Connor Mayer, and synth-twiddler 
Zack Poole were 16 years old. Singer 
Dan Poole, at 18, was the band 
patriarch. 

Three years later, APVH have 
toured Canada a couple times, rolled 
out an EP as their 2005 Rectangle 
debut (the fantastic Already Haunted, 
with their cover of video game 
theme song “Punch Out!”), and 
worn oodles of Tickle Trunk gear. 
They’ve also become far better musi- 
cians and songwriters. 

“As we've learned more about 
how to play our instruments, the 
songs have gotten more complex,” 
Cherney states. “There's definitely a 
lot more orchestration in the new 
writing.” 

Three of the Heroes have migrat- 
ed to the West Coast. Mayer depart- 
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ed last summer. Poole the Younger 
vanished a few months ago. “Zack 
left without telling anyone where he 
was going,” Cherney says. “I just 
knew he'd gone to Vancouver.” 

Poole the Elder followed his sib- 
ling a couple weeks after he revealed 
his whereabouts. Tally up all this 
geographical intrigue and add it to 
the fact that their official website 
now turns up the profile of a cabi- 
netmaker (“We didn’t pay for the 
server,” shrugs Cherney), and fans 
could understandably be worried. 

Cherney insists the band is 
“tighter than ever. We are commit- 
ted to staying together and to 
putting out another full-length 
album. We're writing and recording 
all fall and summer. We want this to 
continue.” 

A couple thousand miles between 
members may not make that easy. 

“I might move to Vancouver,” 
Cherney confesses. “Most probably. 
Iam really tempted. Soon.” 

In the meantime, they have tour- 
ing to do and whites to bleach and a 
record to finish. 

“It’s Dan’s concept album,” Cher- 
ney asserts. “I figure it’s too complex 
to tell you—something about a city. 
It’s about everything; all over the 
place. It’s awesome.” 

Despite the oddball thematic inti- 
mation, the Heroes are “shooting for 
a really accessible album. Not 
straight-up pop, because we're not 
that kind of band.”

THE SKILL OF DJ-ING CAN COME 
quickly to many, but it takes years of 
practice and experience to make an 
artform of driving a floor of clubgo- 
ers into a frenzy. Could there also be 
something genetic involved? Maybe, 
if you believe Montreal's Stephan 





Grondin, who feels he was destined 
to DJ. 

“T have always been around 
music ever since I can remember,” 
he recalls, on the phone from Mon- 
treal. “[There were] piano, guitars, 
violins in the house—and I’ve 
always been a drummer.” 

And there were turntables too— 
but not because of Stephan’s insis- 
tence or interest. His dad, you see, 
was a DJ at the height of disco in

1976 and Stephan took immediate 
interest. “I think because I was a 
drummer, | took to the turntables in 
a very musical way, playing them 
like an instrument from the very 
beginning.” 

When he was 13, he started 
spending Saturday nights in the DJ 
booth at clubs with his dad. “He told 
me to make sure to leave some of 
your best tracks for later in the 
evening and many other tips while 


my mixing style just came from me 
playing with the turntables.” 

When he was only 17, in 1983, 
Stephan had his first residency 
offered to him in his hometown of 
Mt. Laurier, Quebec. “They built me 
a special booth so I could play in the 
bar,” he chuckles. A few years later 
he would head into Montreal where 
he admits building his reputation 
took a while before he got his first 
regular gig at Sky. 

With momentum building, 
Grondin made the 
first of many mix 
sets for Hi-Bias 
Records and his 
skills—along with a 
growing popularity at 
home and abroad—soon 
took him all over the \ 
world, including a night at \ 
the legendary UK super club, 
Ministry Of Sound. 

These days, Grondin keeps a 
busy schedule, but keeps Satur- 
days dedicated to his residency at 
Stereo, the Montreal afterhours club 
owned by New York house legend 
David Morales. “Although I've 
never been to Paradise Garage, 
David was a regular there and calls 
Stereo his Paradise Garage. It’s just a 
big, black square with an amazing 
sound system.” 

Grondin will appear as the fea- 
tured guest for the “Green With 
Envy” party during our city’s Pride 
Week celebrations. And while it will 
be Grondin’s Edmonton debut after 
over 20 years as a professional DJ, he 
makes one thing clear. “Iam nota 
‘gay’ DJ. lama DJ that just happens 
to be gay. The whole idea of gay /not 








gay is not important anymore.” 

And that’s what Grondin appreci- 
ates. “For me, pride celebrations are 
a very personal thing. For me, it is a 
time to think about what has been 
done and to say thanks to those that 
struggled for so many years to create 
what we have today. “You can see 
when you walk down the street that 
there is less prejudice today.” 

As times change in society, times 
also change behind the decks. “1 
stopped using vinyl canagiaely just 

a few weeks ago,” 
says the veteran 
jock with a bit of 
reservation. “I'll still 
buy vinyl and record 
it for sets but I just use 
CDs now. My last time 
at Stereo I brought a case 
of it but didn’t play a single 
track on vinyl, so I told my 
boyfriend, ‘That's it.” 
Grondin also thinks the evo- 
lution to digital will be good for 
music. “It is much easier for people 
to get tracks now. And while, fora 
long time, people were illegally 
downloading music, the industry 
learned that people will pay for 
downloads if you provide some- 
thing proper for them—and dance 
music has been good at this. The 
Internet and music were this big 
boat and no one could have just 
turned it around in two seconds.” 
Grondin also thinks that artists will 
be better off in the new era as well. 
“For a long time music companies 
ripped off artists. Perhaps now, 
there is some music industry karma 
at work.”

most people will think of magical 
thythm ‘n’ blues, fantastic hits, the 
Supremes, Smokey Robinson, the 
Four Tops, the Temptations, and 
Holland-Dozier-Holland. In short: 
Motown. Which is perfectly alright. 
The incredible collectionof records 
that Barry Gordy Jr. minted in his 
Hitsville are without a doubt the 
most treasured among Detroit's cul- 
tural contributions. 

But there's another side to the 


ghettoized car-city’s pop history: the 


white side.

Raw, dirty, and 
violent.

and the MC5—an angry, fierce quin- 
tet associated with the radical politi- 
cal organization The White Panthers 
who, among other things, advocated 
rock 'n’ roll, dope, sex in the streets, 
and the abolishment of capitalism. It 
may seem naive—and almost ridicu- 
lous—but the White Panthers were 
regarded as almost as subversive as 
their Black equivalent, and enjoyed 
equal attention from the FBI. 

Those who heard Detroit poet— 
and one time MC5 manager and 
leader of the White Panther Party— 
John Sinclair's intro to MC5’s debut 
album Kick Out the Jams know why. 

That man did really sound 
dangerous. 

And so does the music that 
accompanies his oral eruption. MC5 
throw together an unstructured 
heap of riffs on the floor and go 
berserk on them time and time 
again. 

Pretty cool. Though, it wasn’t 
what the band was actually sup- 
posed to sound like. John Landau 


a Surprisingly, for an album of furious 
rock, Back in the USA's centerpiece is the 
doo-wop inspired ballad “Let Me Try,” the 
gentlest recording in the MCS catalogue. 
The tile “Human Being Lawnmower” is 
a William Burroughs reference to the Viet- 
nam draft and American society in general 
during the late “60s. 
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proved that on the following album. 
The insightful rock journalist, wise 
beyond his years, had been flown 
from Boston to Detroit at the end of 
1969 by label Elektra in order to 
catch a performance by the five mad 
men and, if possible, provide some 
insight into what could be 
improved. 

A week later, Landau handed ina 
30-page analysis, so astute that it 
was decided on the spot that he 
would produce the next MC5 
album. Landau saw a potential 
in the MCS that no one had previ- 
ously seen. 


THE AMERICAN RUSE 

In contrast to John Sinclair, who 
tried to steer the band towards 
avant-garde jazz fusion (convinced 
as he was that radical lyrics should 
be accompanied by radical music), 
Landau claimed that MC5 could 
become the perfect rock band if they 
only followed their instincts—back 
to the origins of rock ’r’ roll. 

Landau saw the band more as tal- 





ented musicians than political pro- 
pagandists, and argued they should 
spend more time refining their 
expression than composing 
pamphlets. Not that Back in the USA 
is apolitical. Tracks like “Teenage 
Lust,” “Call Me Animal,” and “The 
Human Being Lawnmower’ are all 
furious attacks on the repressive and 
deeply unequal American society— 
though the album is bookended by 
Little Richard’s “Tutti Frutti” and 
Chuck Berry’s “Back in the USA,” 
indicating that it’s primarily a classic 
rock album that draws inspiration 
from the pioneers of the ‘50s. 

At the same time, it contains the 
essential, maniacal, explosive and 
timeless power that later inspired 
both heavy metal and punk. 

This is perhaps best exemplified 
by legendary guitarist Fred “Sonic” 
Smith (later married to Patti Smith) 
cutting a path through time and 
space on tracks like “Shakin’ Street’ 
or “Looking at You,” effectively con- 
cluding all one needs to know about 
the electric guitar. 

And despite all the noise, the 11 
tracks manage to swing like an 
entire Baptist congregation. Not 
even Little Richard managed to fill 
“Tutti Frutti” with nearly as much 
rhythmic ecstasy. 

This is boogie in its most primal 
form.

“TTS ‘FRIENDLY COMPETITION,” SAYS 
Toronto songwriter Pete Webb of his 
relationship with Alberta-born fel- 
low artist Trevor Tchir. “We spur 
each other on, kick each other’s 
pants. It’s like peer review of new 
songs. I don’t imagine there’s any- 
one else in each other's lives that are 
in tune in the same way, and I’ve 
known and toured with a lot of 
songwriters.” 

On the cusp of releasing his sev- 
enth album, Webb is an accom- 
plished writer and performer, both 
asa solo artist and with a backing 





band. Tchir works similarly, scaling 
his songs up or down depending on 
who he’s playing with. 

Webb's move to Toronto is rela- 
tively recent, and Tchir returned to 
Edmonton a couple of years ago to 
complete his Master’s degree—they 
met when both were studying in 
Ottawa, where Webb produced 
Tchir’s debut and the pair played 
many shows together 

Considering his travel history, it’s 
surprising that the Saskatchewan 
born Webb has never toured the 
Prairies. But that oversight is about 
to be remedied. 

Tchir and Webb, each planning 
their own cross-Canada tours, and 
having toured together in the past, 


decided to organize several live col- 
laborations where their paths 
crossed in Ontario and the West. The 
end of May found them both on 
Southern Ontario stages, after a 
quickie recording session that 
fleshed out a couple songs for 
Webb's forthcoming retrospective, 
the compilation CD Counting Time: 
Selected Songs 
Webb states that the pair operates 

slightly differently depending on 
whether they have bands backing 
them ‘ 

“Playing solo shows together i sa 
real collaboration. There is a gel 
between our music. We have our 
own styles but we are comfortable 
together. It doesn’t turn into this 
two-headed monster. Trevor's back- 
ground is more folk, and mine is 
more rock 

“Then there are the things in 
between—like Neil Young, Nick 
Drake, Townes Van Zandt—that we 
both feel as influences. I think there 
are areas where we're really distinct 
Trevor's good at capturing places 
painting a picture to ues adding 
visual elements. I tend to be more 

political, with an element of protest.” 

Although Webb writes on all sorts 
of subjects, current affairs have not 
only inspired new protest songs, but 
have given new life to old material 
“The funny—and sad—thing about 
writing anti-war songs is that they 
never go out of date ina sense. | 
wrote a song about the IRA breaking 
their terrorism cease-fire in 1986. 
That's ended, but the song is dis- 
turbingly topical when I play it now 
While I find it gratifying that a song 
has timelessness, the big ugly circle 
of war is sad.”

AS CENTRAL EUROPEAN VAUDEVILLE OF THE 
interbellum years currently enjoys a renais- 
sance among Goths, spanning from success- 
ful interpretations like Dresden Dolls to the 
more etic Marilyn Manson, it seemed 
inevitable that sooner or later an act from the 
country that spawned some of the most mem- 
orable cabaret numbers would jump the 
bandwagon. 

One could argue that Das Ich have spent 
their entire career grooming themselves for 
this occasion, their eighth album, which cap- 
tures not only the highlights of their 17 years 
in business but also an inkling of the spirit 
that informed Weimar-era music halls. 

Here, the demonic duo veer more towards 
the kind of entertainment one would expect 
permeates the waiting room of hell, insolently 
and effortlessly throwing equal measures of 
industrial rock, electro pop, symphonic and 
fairground music into their digital blender. 
Although there’s litle novelty for the sea- 
soned fan, the operatic contribution of 
Schneewittchen vocalist Marianne Iser is 
noteworthy, if only for finally realizing the 
Wagnerian ambitions these Bavarians have 
long harboured.

The mood of the 300-strong crowd that 
evening was practically giddy as Emma's for 
“Best Smutty Schoolteacher” (Betty Dodson 
for her Educational film Orgasmic Women), 
“Fiercest Female Orgasm” (Nina Hartley's 
Guide to Double Penetration) “Indie Porn 
Producer” (Dana Dane of Erocktavision) and 
“Lifetime Achievement in Women’s Erotica” 
(Candida Royalle) were awarded to the 
créme de la créme of smut for girls 


NO PORN IS GOOD PORN... 

What exactly is feminist porn? 

According to Good For Her, a woman- 
oriented sex shop in Toronto and the

founders of the awards, (goodforher.com), 
the winning films had to meet three criteria; 
g) they had to show genuine female pleasure 
(in other words, no Poking it) b) they had to 
be directed or produced by a woman and ¢) 
they had to “expand the range of female 
sexual expression currently seen in pom. 

Oh, and they had to be hot. 

Made perfect sense to me. Porm has tradi- 
tionally been a male-dominated industry. 
Celebrating the fact that women had made 
any inroads at all seemed like a no-brainer. 

Still, put “women” and “pom” in the same 
sentence ind you're bound to get a few peo- 
ples’ knickers ina twist. 

Some reactions were a scary throwback 
to those lovely backlash days in the early 
‘90s when feminists were branded “man-hat- 
ing Feminazis.” 

On the weekly radio segment | do on The 
Edge in Toronto, the three male hosts made 
jokes about how the evening was no-doubt 
just a bunch of hairy-legged lesbians who 
“were probably ugly.” 

Nice. 

Some reactions were slightly more indif- 
ferent, running along the lines of: “Lots of 
women watch porn. Nothing new. Why do 








they need their own awards?” 

And, not surprisingly, a few of the old 
anti-porn feminist arguments reared their 
heads “Al porn objectifies women and call- 
ing it “feminist” doesn’t change that,” one 
woman said fo me. 

“Oh lovely, now we have something 
called ‘Feminist Porn,” wrote another 
woman on a forum about the awards on 
feministing.com. “What's next, The Battered 
Wife of the Year Awards?’ or The 
Proud to be Degraded Festival for Young 
Feminists?” 

| think putting feminist porn in the same 
category as battered women is a bit much, 
but | do think she raises an interesting point. 


FAIR-TRADE PORN? 

|s “feminist porn” an oxymoron? 

Not for Tristan Taormino, who, in a panel 
on feminism and porn right before 
the awards, described her definition of 
feminist porn. 

“Its all about creating a fair working envi- 
ronment and empowering everyone 
involved—both men and women—to have a 
say in the representation of théir sexuality 
rather than simply having me tell them 
what to do.” i 

Fair-trade porn, if you will. 

Good For Her manager Chanelle Gallant 
believes that “good porn is a human right”, 
and says feminist pom is all about creating 
asad knoe that make us feel good about 
ourselves and about sex.” 

Still, as some of the women on the Femi- 
nisting.com forum argued, no matter who

creates the images and how much the 
women in these films get off, pom is inher- 
ently exploitative and ha majority of its con- 
sumers are still men, getting off on images of 
women, feminist or not. So-called feminist 
pom will remain in the margins because as 
one woman posted “women (feminist or oth- 
erwise) and feminist men account for near 
zero of the porno buying market.”

amenorrhea, acne, ovarian cysts, and other 
less-visible symptoms. FFF needs to find a 
reproductive endocrinologist and get herself 
checked out because, untreated, PCOS can 
cause heart disease, infertility, and possibly 
type 2 diabetes. 

Additionally, if she has PCOS, when she 
fries to take care of her weight and body 
hair, she won't make much progress with- 
out also getting treatment. Elevated insulin 
and out-of-whack hormone levels are part 
of the syndrome and, without treatment 
(glucophages and birth-control pills, typical- 
ly), women with PCOS can exercise until 
they pass out, get electrolysis or waxing, 
diet and diet and diet, but the weight won't 
drop off and the hair will grow back 
because they haven't dealt with the root of 
the problem. 

It is estimated that 10 percent of women 
suffer from PCOS, and many go undiag 
nosed and untreated.
